THEIR RELATIONS CONSIDERED BY THE

CLEVELAND HAS NO FRIENDS—WHY THE 
NEXT HOUSE WILL BE REPUBLICAN. 

Congressman Riebard Guenther of Oshkosh, 
Wis., is in the city on business connected with 
the Bethesda Mineral Water Company, of which 
he is President.

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A SENATOR'S 


John F. Miller of Oalifornia Expired 
. at Washington Harly Yester- 
day Morning. 


Life and Services of the Deceased— 
The Question as to His Suc- 
cessor. 


Mrs, Horatio Seymour Passes Away at 
Utica—Gen. Eli Bowyer Dead 
at Olney. 


WaAsHINoTOR, D. C., March 8.—Senator John 
F. Miller of California died at his residence on 
Connecticut avenue in this city at 1:20 this 
afternoon after a prolonged illness. While 
his condition has been regarded as precarious 
for many weeks past his death today was sud- 
den and unexpected. At no time since his ar- 
rival in this city to attend the sessions of this 
Congress has he been regarded as entirely out of 
danger, but he showed such wonderful recuper- 
ative powers and ra.lied so often from attacks 
which were regarded at the time as necessarily 
tatal that bis friends have been encouraged and 
even looked for his ultimate recovery. His 
death was the result of a complication of dis- 
orders arising primarily from a severe wound 
in the eye received during the War, twenty- 
three years ago. The pullet remained in his 
head about twelve years before it could be ex- 
| tracted, and the wound sapped his strength 
and rendered him an easy victim to disease. 
Loss of sleep debilitated his system and 
asthmatic symptoms kept him in con- 
stant pain. Bright's disease subsequent- 
ly began its insidious work, and then 
Gropsical disorders were developed. But 
through all his illhess the Senator showed such 
nerve and will power that his physicians were 
encouraged to hope that he might possibly re- 
cover. Several operations were ver for med and 
seemed to give much relief. When the storm 
passed over the city last night the Senator 
spoke of feeling much worse and complained 
of asthma. His physicians were quickly sum- 
moved, and their attentions seemed to have 
built him up again. This morning Dr. Pope 
made a careful examination of the patient and 
reported his condition as more favorable than 
it had been for several days past. Miss Miller 
reminded her father that she had made an 
engagement with her cousin to go to 
the Capitol, but sbe did not think she 
ought to go under the circumstances. They 
further said it was wrong for ber to think of 
staying home on his account. The doctor bad 
said he was better, and, in fact, be did feel 
much stronger bimselt. He urged her 80 
strongly that at last she consented, and thus 
it happened that by ber father’s own consent 
she was away from his bedside when he 
breathed his last. The news of her father's 
death unnerved her completely. 3 

The Senator remained quiet up to about 12 
o'clock, when he became restless and asked 
for the doctor. A messenger was sent for Dr. 
Pope, but before he arrived Mr. Miller had 
passed away. He was conscious to the last. 
and took a sad farewell of his wife, 
who had been at his bedside all day. Mr. 
and Mrs. John Davis had called in a few min- 
utes before and were also present when he 
died. The Senator leaves a wife and one 
daughter. 


SENATE AND HOUSE ADJOURN. 

At 8:20 Mr. Stanford announced to the Sen- 
ate the death of Senator Miller, and out of re- 
spect to the memory of the deceased Senator 
the Senate adjourned. 

In the House Mr. Morrow of California arose 
and said: The melancholy duty devolves on 
me to announce the death of Senator John F. 
Miller of California, who died in this city to- 
day, after a prolonged iilness. Congress will 
undoubtedly set apart some day hereafter for 
the purpose of giving expression to the senti- 
ments entertained for the character and great 
public services of Senator Miller. I offer the 
following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the House has received with pro- 
found sorrow the intelligence of the death of Sen- 
ator John F. Miller of California. 

Resolved, That out of respect to his memory this 
House do now adjourn. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted, 
and accordingly the House adjourned. 

The remains will be taken to California for 
burial. 

There is no Legislature now in existence in 
California. A new one, to be elected in the 
autuma, will meet next January. Gov. Stone- 
man, who has the appoitment of Gen. Miller's 
successor, is a Democrat. 

LIFE OF THE DECEASED. 
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the Senate, and belonged to the coterie of that

Club.“ He was born in Indiana in 1831, his 
parents being Virginians. He received an 
academic education at South Bend, and was 
fitted for college at Chicago, but did not enter.

He began practice st South Bend, but soon 
went to California, where he practiced law for 
three years, when be returned to Indiana and 
resumed practice there.

He commanded the Twenty- 
ninth Indiada Volunteers, and was soon placed 
in command of a brigade. serving under Suer- 
man, Buell, Rosecrans, and Thomas, receiving 
severe wounds in the batties of Stone River 
and Liberty Gap. He was promoted to

A BISMARCKIAN ROMANCE, 


COUNT HERBERT, THE CHANCELLOR’S SON, 
MARRIES THE PRINCESS WITH WHOM HE 
ELOPED IN 1878. 

Paris Figaro; All is well that ends well. Such 
at least is the judgment of high society in Ber- 
lin upon the romance which was terminated a 
few days ago by a marriage that was celebrated 
without pomp and almost in secret in an ob- 
scure castle away back in Silesia. 

The exceptional indulgence of which the so- 
ciety magnates of Berlin have given such a 
striking example in this case is explained by 
the peculiar position of the two principal char- 
acters in this romance, the hero being no less a 
person than Count Herbert de Bismarck, the 
eldest son of the Chancellor, and the new col- 
laborator of the Emperor, who passes an hour 
with bim every day. The heroine is a Princess 
more famous for her beauty thar for her great 
name, and whose portrait by Richter, the 
nephew of Meyerbeer, and the Carolus Duran 
of Germany, attracted so much attention at 
the Berlin Salon of 1878. Sbe is a brunet, with 
a dark complexion, an opulent bust, and 
thoughtful and dreamy eyes; and ber portrait, 
representing her standing beside a magnificent 
Newfoundiand dog, evokes one of those fasci- 
nating visions such as are rarely to be met 
with in the mountains of Silesia, where the 
Princess C. B. beiongs. These initials were the 
only indication given in the catalog of the 
Salon; butit was soon well known that the 

rait was that of the Princess Carolath 
enthen, who, before her marriage, was the 

Princess Elizabeth de Hatzfeidt-Trachenberg. 

During the fall term of the Salon Richter's 

canvas had no more fervent admirer than the 

young attaché of the Embassy who today is 

Under Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 

and who is destined to be the future Secretary 

of State of the German Empire. 

During the winter of 1878 the young Count 
became the devoted cavalier and the preferred 
dancer of the Princess, who nad left. her res- 
dence in Silesia to be with ber husband in Ber- 
lin, whose presence there was rendered neces- 
sary by his duties as a member of the Reichs- 
tag, which he discharge with a zeal that was 
enough to make him forget the fact that his 
Princess was a beauty that stood sadly in need 
of vigilant protection while be was devoting 
himself exclusively to the advocacy of free 
trade and the study of social questions. 

But in the month of March, 1881, all Berlin, 
that bad so often seen the Princess waltzing 
with tue son of the Chancellor, learned that 
she bad suddenly left for Florence to follow 
her dancer, who was then attached to the Em- 
bassy at the Quirinal. Terrible was the anger 
of the lor, and great was the scandal of 
the most virtuous court in Europe. The out- 
raged husband was the only one who remained 
cool. He sent word to the fugitive that he 
would facilitate her divorce without taking 
from her the chance of rehabilitation by a 
marriage with her seducer, for the German 
law forbids the union of a divoreea woman 
with the man wno was the cause of the di- 
vorce. Prince farolath proved himself free 
from all animosity. A marriage of the two 
lovers was believed to be approaching, but it 
was soon learned that the young attaché had 
returned to Berlin, leaving bis beautifut vic- 
tim behind him in Florence, where she was 
alone and sick in a hired house. The conduct 
of the Count was revolt to sensitive souls. 
and the scandal provoked by the flight of the 
Princess was changed into sympathy for her. 
People forgot that she bad arrived at an age 
when such escapades are rarely pardonable, and 
that she had left behind ber a daughter, a big 
girl of 13.

If he badn’t influence enough to do this, the 
sentiment was unanimous that he need waste 
no time seeking a renomination. The con- 
firmation of Clendenin is something entirely 
out of his province. 


(Says a Springfield, II., dispatch: The announce- 
ment of the nomination of H. W. Clendenin as 
Postmaster at Springfield created no surprise here 
today, as there bas been an impression prevalent 
for several weeks that Congressman Springer’s 
recommendations would be favorably considered 
by the President.

“Yes, itis rather a curious drink,” said the 
bartender to the reporter standing by, but 
it's a very pleasant one, and a great 
favorit with some  gentiemen, Those 
who don’t know of its effects, however, 
bad better leave it alone, for the effects are 
apt to be queer.

But it’s easy enough to 
explain. It's because there is 80 much oii in 
the butter. 

“Let me explain, and you try it yourself. 
Take a bottie of sweet-oil with you when you 
go out with the boys the next time. Order 
any kind of liquor you lixe, thoughI woulda’t 
bother much with beer it I were you. Pour 
into your glass afew drops of the sweet-oil 
every time you take a drink. No matter how 
much you drink you will keep sober, while 
your friends, if they bave kept up witl you, 
will be in a very ‘how-came-you-#0’ condition. 
You go home and goto bed feeling all right, 
and in the morning, when you Wake up, you 
will de dead drunk. The reason is simple. 
Oil, as you must know, rises to the surface. 
Consequentiy, when you drink these 
oil-coveread concogtions the os! will re- 
main on the surface in your stomach, keeping 
the fumes oft the liquor down, That prevents 
you from getting drunk.

TWENTY-FOUR O’CLOUK, 


THE EXPERIMENT TO BE MADE ON A LONG 
STRETCH OF RAILROAD. 
Davenport (Ia.) Democrat: With this morn- 
ing’s cannon-ball for St. Paul was Superintend- 
ent Austin Pound of the Winuſper & Port 
Arthur Division of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road. Toa railroad official who traveled with 
bim from Chicago be stated that on the ist of 
Marcb the 24-o’clock plan of time-table 1s to be 
put in operation on his division of the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad for the purpose If test. That 
division was selected because it is 400 miles 
long, and, as be said, a time-table extending 
over such a lengthy line would manifestiy be 
materially simplified by avoiding all reference 
to the distinguishing terms of a. m. and p. m., 
noon and night. The company in attempting 
to enforce the new system on this divis- 
ion : will dave comparatively little an- 
tagonism to contend with from travelers con- 
fused by the new nomenciature, on account 
of the paucity of the population, as there have 
been few if any other ratiroads of equal ſeugth 
built through a region s destitute of civilized 
inhabitants before its completion. Superin- 
tendent Pound had a printed time-table with 
him. Midnight with this timetable is 24 
o'clock. His time-tables, as printed in the 
February number of the Travelers’ Officiai 
Guide, make trains arrive at Port Arthur at 1 
p. m. and leave Winniper at 7 p. m. On and 
after March 1 the same periods of time will be 
ex stating the time of arrivai at Port 
Arthur at 18 o’clocg and the hour of departure 
from Winnipes at 19 o'clock. The line from 
Winnipeg to Port Arthur, however, forms only 
a small portion of the Western Vivision. Its 
entire length is 1,453 miles, the extreme east- 
ero point being Port Arthur, on Lake Superior, 
and the extreme western point Don near 
the Pacific coast. To make this entire journey 
now three days and three hours are required.

Pacific Coast Rates Reaching the Bot- 
tom—Cattle-Business Agreements— 
Eastern Freight Affairs.

Judge Gresham was engaged all day yester- 
day in hearing arguments on the motion for a 
receiver in the case of the Farmers’ Loan & 
Trust Company against the Chicago & Atlantic 
Railroad. Mr. H. D. Turner of New York, on 
the part of the complainants, opened the argu- 
mente by stating that he represented $1,500,- 
000 of the first mortgage and $4,443,000 
of the second mortgage bonds, and 
in support ot the motion read a large number 
of affidavite of officers of the Erie Road and 
the Great Western Dispatch Company, to- 
gether with reports of the road to the Auditor 
of State of Indiana. 

These affidavits and exhibits went to show 
that the floating debt of the road increased 
trom $400,000 in 1884 to $540,000 in 1885, and 
that ite whole debt amounted to $9,546,000. 
That while the gross earnings were $1,447,000 
the net earnings were nothing and the road 
was run at a loss. 

Judge Slick opened on behalf of the defense. 
He said they wished to interpose a demurrer to 
the bill on the ground that by the Indiana stat- 
ute no person or corporation who was 4 non- 
resident of the State could be a trustee in such 
a case as the present.

and numerous, affidavits. Taken together they 
showed that the claim of the defendant road 
was that while it was admitted that the Erie 
Road had advanced $990,000 for construction 
vet it was under an agreement that the 
money should be paid out of a special fund, 
and not then until after the interest on the 
bonded indebtedness had first been paid. As to 
the item of $400,000 claimed to be due by the 
Chicago & Atlantic to the Erie on notes in- 
dorsed by the Erie, the facts were that the 
notes were memorandum notes given to Grant 
& Ward, that the Erie Road received the pro- 
ceeds of we notes, and hence should pay them. 
A suit was now pending to decide who was 
liable on these notes. Instead of the defendant 
owing the Erie Road $205,000, the Erie Road 
owed it about $180,000 over and above all de- 
ductions. The only claim on which a receiver 
was asked Was on a disputed claim of the Erie 
Road. The trust-deed only allowed a foreclos- 
ure on petition of a majority of the first mort- 
gage bondholders, yet only a small proportion 
of them were asking a foreclosure. Under 
the contract with the Erie Road it 
agreed to provide the means to pay 
the first mortgage indebtedness if the 
earnings of the Chicago & Atlantic were 
not enough, and the coupons due in Novem- 
ber, 1883, and May, 1884, were actually paid 
under such arrangement. 

Affidavits were also read of Fred Broughton, 
General Manager of the Chicago & Atiantic, and 
of J. H. Parsons, the General Superintendent, 
that the road was in good condition and bad 
been largely improved in the last year. Also 
of D. Kershaw, the Auditor. who 
showed the assets were $277.000 and tne 
debts about $135,000. The gross earnings 
for “1885 were $1,346,000, the operating ex- 
penses $1,288,000, and the net earnings $58,127. 
He admitted that the road was not able to pay 
the interest on the first mortgage, but claimed 
it was not bound to do so, as the Erie had 
agreed to pay it. He denied that there were 
taxes or assessments due. The foreclosure 
was instigated by the Erie Road in order to en- 
able it to repudiate its contracts and get pos- 
session of the Chicago & Atlantic for a small 
proportion of its vaiue. 

In rebuttal Gen. Bristow read the affidavits 
of John Kmg, the President of the Erie road; 
Charles Steele, an attorney; W. H. Hurlbut, 
Chicago, General Passeuger Agent; 8. M. Fel- 
ton, First Vice-President of the Erie; G. G. 
Cochran, General Freight Agent of the New 
York, Pennsylvania & Obio Road; and Stepben 
Little, Auditor of the Erie. These were to the 
effect that after Jewett resigned from the 
Brie to take the Presidency of the Chicago 
& Alton he became very hostile to the 
former, diverted a large part of the east-bound 
traffic, and broke the contracts with the Erie. 
The Chicago & Atlantio was only organized as 
a Western outlet for Erie traffic, but its bust 
ness had been diverted to the Wabash and 
other roads, to its own damage and that of the 
Erie. It now owed the latter $2,800,000. 
King. in bis affidavit, showed how the second 
mortgage was given. It was desired to raise 
money to pay off old claims, etc., and it was 
agreed to give a second mortgage for $5,000,- 
600. Grant & Ward offered to take the whole 
las ue at 90 cents on the dollar, but by a sub- 
sequent arrangement they advanced $1,500,000 
and were given $2,500,000 bonds as security. 
By their own request the Chicago & Alton 
also gave memorandum notes for the 
$1,500,000, indorsed by the Erie. After 
Grant & Ward's failure it was dis 
covered that these notes were piedged 
to various brokers and bankers in New York, 
and often without the bonds accompanying 
them as security. Both notes and bonds are 
now held by divers parties, who are pressing 
for payment. The remaining $2,500,000 of 
second mortgage bonds are now in possession 
of the Farmers’ Loan & Trust Company as 
trustee. 

William H. Huriburt recited that under the 
agreement between his road and the Chicago 
& Atlantic, the latter was required to make a 
monthly report to the former of all tickets 
disposed of by saie, and that during one month 
alone this road had sold over $30,000 worth of 
tickets to ticket-brokers, and that no report of 
this sale was ever made, and that only about 
$2,000 worth of tickets had been reported as 
sold during the month in question. 

Joseph H. Choate said that it was impossible 
for him to be prepared at the moment with af. 
fidavits touching details, and requested the 
court to grant bim some further time. 

Benj. H. Bristow replied that he was simply 
here with affidavits of rebuttal, and that it was 
his (Mr. Choate’s) own fauit if he were not 
prepared. Mr. Choate, interrupting, said it 
was not the purpose to introduce new charges 
against the Erie Railroad, but to consider the 
controversy already raised between the two 
roads. 

Some legal sparring was then indulged in 
with reterence to the question of additional 
time being given Mr. Choate, but the court 
finally allowed Mr. Bristow to proceed. He 
said he was representing the minority first- 
mortgage bondholders and that unless he 
could maintain their mghts they might as wel! 
go out of court with their application for a re- 
ceiver. He further said that in view 
of the stupendous interests involved, 
the points to be considered lay in 
a very narrow compass. He said he believed 
& minority of the first-mortgage bondholders 
were entitled to the protection of the court 
as against the protest of the majority, and that 
the $105.000 worth of bonds held by those 
whom he represented was entitled to the se- 


curity guaranteed by the mortgage. He also 


said that the case was properly before the 
court, and that the court bed jurisdiction 
thereof. He cited the case of the Chicago & 
Vincennes Railroad, reported in the 106 U. 8. by 
Justice Matthews, and ciaimed that the points 
invoived in that decision were parallel 
with those im the case before the court. The 
terms of the mortgage were then thken up and 
examined in detail, after which he began an 
argument touching the issues at stake. Before 
the conclusion of bis remarks an adjournment 
of the court was taken until this morning.

POOLING RANGE CATTLE BUSINESS STOPPED 


OFF IN TRANSIT. a 


Some time ago a dispute arose between the 
roads interested in the range cattle business 
regurding the settlement of balances in the 
range cattle pooi for 1884. Some roads insisted 
that cattle stopped off in transit between 
the Missouri and the Mussissippi Rivers, 
while in transit, was poolabie, while others 
insisted that it was not. Being unable 
to agree the matter was referred to Mr. Joseph 
Tucker for arbitration. Soon afterwards Mr. 
Tucker became Assistant General Manager of 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul, which was an interest- 
ed party; and therefore he referred the matter 
to Commissioner Faitborn for arbitration. Mr. 
Faithorn, after having consulted the various 
roads interested in this traffic, now announces 
that he is unable to decide the question 
owing to the refusal of the Rock Island 
to submit the question to arbitration. The 
Rock Island ciaime that cattle taken off the cars 
at intermediate points between the Missouri 
and Mississippi Rivers should not be pooled, as 
it would be a bardship to such Iowa roads to 
pool the business at full Missouri River points, 
since they can earn only Iowa destina- 
tion rates from Council Bluffs, when 
in most cases they have been compelled 
to pool cattie rates with their immediate 
competitors when such cattle were sbipped 
from feeding voint to Chicago. Nocattie ship- 
ments «topped off in transit to be fed had been 
included in any pool for the last ten years. 
Only cattie going through from Missouri River 
to Chicago had been pooled.. The Burlington 
takes the same view as the Rook Island, while 
all the other roads take the opposit position. 

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT AFFAIRS. 

The Chicago Committee of the East- Bound 
Freight Traffic held a meeting yesterday and 
arranged details for the diversion of uncon- 
signed freight in order to even up the 
„Shorts and “overs” of the variovs roads 
inthe pool. It was decided that, as far as 
possible, freight should be diverted trom 
roads over to roads short running 
to and from the city over the same track. For 
example, if the Lake Shord is over,“ diver- 
sion should be made to the Nickel- Plate, or if 
the Fort Wayne is over freight is to be 
turned over to the Pan-Handle. 

A new tobacco tariff was agreed upon in ac 
cordance with the instruchons from Commis 
sioner Fink's office. The rate on unmanvu- 
factured tobaceo and tobacco stems in ho«s- 
beads and cases from the points named 
below to New York will be as follows, 
taking effect Monday, March 15, 1886: From 
Bast St. Louis, East Hannibal, Quincy, East 
Burlington, East Keokuk, Rock Island, and 
Bast Louisiana to New York, 48 cents per 100 
pounds; Cincinnati, 32 cents; Louisville, 
Jeffersonvilie, and New Albany, 86 cents; 
Evansville and Rockport, 40 cents; Cairo, 43 
cents; Indianapolis, 84 cents; and Chicago, 38 
cents., This is an advance of five cents per 100 
pounds. Some minor changes in the classifica- 
tion were also agreed upon. 
RATES TO ENIGHTS TEMPLAR 

IN Sr. LOUIS. 

The .committee appointed by the National 
Association of General. Passenger and Ticket 
Agents some months ago to consider rates for 
the Triennial Conclave of Kuights Templar to 
be held at St. Louis in September, 1886, has 
just submitted its report. The rate from the 
territory east of Buffalo, Pittsburg, and Par- 
kersburg. W. Va., known as the trunk- 
line territory, shall be based on a 
rate of $25, New York to St. Louis and return, 
limitations and conditions to be agreed upon 
hereafter by the Trunk Line Association; from 
the territory west of Buffalo, Pittsburg, and 
Parkersburg, north of the Obio River and east 
of the Mississippi River, known as the terrt- 
tory of the Central Passenger Committee, the 
rate shall be one limited fare for the round 
trip; from the territory south of 
the Obio River and Baltimore .& 
Ohio Railroad and west of Richmond 
Va., Wilmington, Charleston, Jacksonville, 
and of the Mississippi River north of Cairo, 
III., and east of San Antonio, Tex., El Paso, 
Tex., Albuquerque, Pueblo and Denver, Chey- 
enne and Fargo, sbalibe the unlimitedjfare in 
effect September, 1886; that the rate from San 
Francisco and points known as California com- 
mon points to St. Louis and return shall be $50 
added to the unlimited rate from Missouri 
River points to St. Louis; that the rate from 
Portland. Ore., and points common thereto 
to St. Louis and return shall be 850 to Mie- 
souri River points, added to the unlimited 
fare from Missourt River points to St. Louis. 
The rates for the members of the bands of 
music accompanying the commanderies, and 
the liveried attendants upen the officers of the 
commanderies in a body shall be one cent per 
mile each way from the initial point to St. 
Louis and return. All camp equipage such as 
tents, mess-chests, cooking utensils, and other 
parapbernalia required for the use of the 
Knights Templar while in encampment will be 
passed free.

HOW THEY APPEAR TO ONE WHO DOES NOT 
LIVE AMONG THEM. 

Fortnightly Review (London): At Chicago, as 
elsewhere in America, the cultivated minority 
is lost inthe swimmmg multitude of coarse 
and vulgar people, and at night you find the 
streets, and barrooms, and liquor-saloons full 
of dull-eyed men and boys, who whistle, spit, 
smoke, drink, and talk about sport—muscular, 
long-limbed fellows who wear their hats tilted 
back on the crown of their beads, who find time 
banging heavily on their hands when business 
is over, who are too uncivilized to do nothing 
and to doit with grace, and who pass their 
evenings in chewing quids or toothpicks, or in 
lolling round a biliiard-table with an underhand 
look on their countenances, and movements 
indicative of habits of suspicion and a readi- 
ness for a fight at any moment. 

Why did I leave my American friends so 
often to seek adventures on my own account? 
Such solitary wanderings can only lead to evil. 
Buffeted by the vulgar crowd, jostied by to- 
bacco-chewing stock operators, irritated by 
badly-paved and dirty streets, where the dust: 
bins stand unmolested at ail hours of the day: 
constantly shocked by the want of finish and 
elegance that pervades all the exterior life of 
the cities, the lone traveler is tempted to con- 
centrate his observation on the shortcomings 
of America. He forgets, while in this carping 
mood, that the country is very young, and that 
it is not so much the imperfection of its civil- 
ization which ought to astonish him, but rather 
the universality of that degree of material civ- 
lization which he actually finds. He forgets 
the libraries, and museums, and splendid edu- 
cational institutions that private munificence is 
creating all over the Union. He forgets the ex- 
tent, the weaith, the magnificence of the coun- 
try, the determination of its people, and their 
unparalleled working capacity, which makes 
twenty years ia America worth more for prog- 
ress than forty years in Eu Above all, he 
forgets that leaven of ned people, those 
hospitable and charming friends whose sympa- 
thies and interests he bas found to be so wi 
and whose social qualities have often struc 
him as being peculiarly complete. But, how- 
ever violent the fau)t-finding fit may be, no ob- 
servant and thinking man can remain in the 
mood for long together: he will remember 
Herbert Spencer’s remark that the mixture of 
the varieties ot the Aryan race formmg the 
population of America will eventually produce 
a type of man finer than bas hitherto existed 
atype of man more plastic, more adaptable, 
more capable of undergoing the modifications 
needful for complete social life; and, reflect- 
ing upoa what has already been achieved, he 
will be tempted to adopt Herbert Spencer's 
conviction, that the Americans may reasonably 
look forward to a time when they will have 
produced a civilization grander than any the 
world bas known.

A PINE TREE IN GEORGIA THAT GROWS 
ACORNS AS WELL AS PINE BURS. 

Capt. John L. Martin, a prominent citizen of 
this county, dropped in to see us Monday even- 
ing last, and, after exchanging the compli- 
ments of the day, be thrust bis forefinger and 
thumb into his vest-pocket, taking therefrom 
an acorn: banding it to us be said: “Now, 
what do you think of that?” Taking the acorn 
from bis proffered hand, we, after a brief in- 
spection of the same, perceived that it was a 
fine specimen of the acorn—only this and noth- 
iug more—and replied to his interrogation to 
that effect. Very true, said he, but if I 
were to tell you that the acorn, as you see it 
there in its perfect state, bad grown and ma- 
tured on a pine tree, then you would not only 
consider it a fine specimen, but avery re 
markable production, would you not? We

INFANT SMOKERS, 


A SMOKING CLUB CONSISTING OF TWO D- 
Dns, ONE 8 AND THE OTHER 5 YEARS 


Springfield (O.) letter to the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette: Bob Burdette once said that 
the “world did not know which to ad- 
mire most—BSpringfleld’s infant smoker or 
the darum far who invented him.” It 
Bob is still incredulous about this nico- 
tine phenomenon, te had better strike 
the managing editor of his paper for a pass to 
SpringGeld, and if he has an extra dime to in- 
vest in two of the strongest warranted-to-kill- 
at-ten-paces cigars, in the interest of science, 
he cau enjoy the spectacle of seeing them 
consumed with the greatest relish by 
two toddlers, one 8 and the other 5 
years of age. These two little prodigies are 
named Spangenberger, the elder Petey and the 
younger Jakey. Their father, Mr. John Span- 
ren berger, is a man of some property and 
keeps a saloon at No.87% East Main street. These 
two littie boys have smokeo almost since they 
were babies in the arms, and as far as can be 
determined tney have not been injured in the 
least by their indulgence in the weed. 

A short account of the triumphs of Petey, 


Gazette some years ago, and the account was 
copied into thousands of papers all over the 
country. The New York Zribune commented 
editorially on the marvel, and several allusions 
to the remarkable case apveared in the scien- 
tifle journals. The father was overwhelmed 
with letters inquiring about the „ his hab- 
its, diet, etc., and with requests for his picture. 

A Cincinnati cigar manufacturer immediate- 
ly got outanew brand of cigars in honor of 
the boy, callmg them the Little Petey ci- 
gars. Each box bad a flaming colored litho- 
graph of the little fellow in a kilt suit and pull- 
ing away ata cigar half as large as bimself. 
Demands for Petey’s picture came from cigar- 
dealers and saloonista from Maine to Kansas, 
and, though his father had a large number of 
pictures taken showing the boy puffing away 
at a huge cigar, the stock was soon exbausted. 

The constitutions and nervous systems of 
these two boys seem to be as inipervious to the 
evil effects of nicotine as a salamander to fire. 
Not only do they smoke the strongest cigars 
with the greatest relish, but they chew the 
strongest tobacco as well, and many a visitor 
to the saloon opens his eyes to the widest ca- 
pacity when he sees the little fellows’ baby 
cheeks 4 — out, and learus that it is huge 
quids of tobacco, and not marbles, which they 
have in their mouths. Their father is im- 
mensely proud of their accomplishment, and 
supplies them with all the cigars and tobacco 
they want. Their accomplishment is worth a 
great deal to him in a busimess way, since 
many curious persons are attracted to the sa- 
loon to see the boys, and when there spend 
considerable money for drinks and cigars. The 


cigar-shops about town, and there is hardly a 
merchant in the business but what will hand 
him a cigarevery time be comes in. 

The two little fellows are dressed in a kind of 
uniform, consisting of red-striped shirt, like 
the sailors ia Pinafore,”’ black knee pants, 
gray stockiugs, and little buttoned shoes. 
Sunday Mr. Spangenberger drives out in the 
afternoon accompanied by his entire family. 
As he and his four boys all smoke, and the 
two infants puff away like veritable charcoal 
factories, the coming of this unique family 
turnout is beraided by wreaths of smoke, and 
scents the air like a portable cigar-sho >. 

The origin of the babit seems to have been 
as follows: When Petey was an infant in arms 
fourteen months of age a cigar was ouce given 
him in fun by one of the customers in the sa- 
loon. Instead of growing deathly sick and drop- 
ping it the little fellow clutehed it in his baby 
fingers and seemed to enjoy it as he smoked it 
to the very end. 

From the first cigar his taste for smoking 
commenced, and from that day the child cried 
for cigars as an ordinary child cries for candy. 
The taste seemed to take such terrific hold of his 
baby appetite that be was soon smoking ali the 
time, one cigar after another, until he reached 
the appailing number of fifteen cigars per day. 
Nothing else would satisfy him, and he cried 
bitterly unless he got his regular daily supply 
of cigars. Though the parents could see no 
evil effects from the use of the weed, they 
grew alarmed and called in a physician, who 
made a complete examination of the boy’s state 
of nealth and ot all the organs of his body, and, 
finding no evil effects from the use of the to- 
bacco, told the parents that the habit would do 
no harm. 

Reassured by this statement, the parents al- 
lowed free reign to their child's appetite, and be 
has been an habitual smoker from that day to 
this. Pipes, cigars, cigarets, ch tobacco, 
and everything of a smokable or chewable nat- 
ure were eagerly consumed. Now that he is 
older he smokes fewer cigars, but smokes slow- 
er and seems to enjoy it more. 

„I tall have to send him to school soon.“ 
said his father, and I hardiy know what to do 
in regard to bis smoking and chewing; he will 
want to smoke and chew constantly in 
school.”” He is now about 5 years old. His 
littie brother Jakey, now 8 years old, 
commenced the habit almost as early, 
and is as indefatigable a smoker as his 
brother. He sometimes tries to smoke the 
buge German pipe belonging to his father, and 
ia forced to climb on achair and let the pipe 
hang down like a cistePn-pole to enable him to 
reach the mouthpiece. Neither of the boys 
was ever made sick or nauseated by tobacco, 
and even the effects of the nicotine poison of 
chewing tobacco on their baby stomachs seem 
to be entirely harmless. 

A picture by Hunster, the well-known and 
accomplished photographer of this city, shows 
Petey, the eidest, induigmg in a big cigar. 
Look at this picture through the reverse 
of an opera-giass and you will have the 
picture of Jakxey, for the two brothers are as 
much alike as two peas. They are fat, chunky 
little fellows, with a pronounced German ap- 
pearance, and the fat banging in from 
their cheeks. They will not drink but 
are fond of pop, ginger-ale, or a dash of black - 
berry wine in water. They are lively and jolly, 
and show little traces of nervousness. They 
will not eat fat, and their’ meat must be 
trimmed of all fat before they will eat it. The 
boys attract unbounded interest and admira- 
tion from the patrons of their father’s saloon, 
who give them numerous cigars for the fun of 
seeing them smoke. Little Pete was down at 
the court-house some time ago, and the Judge 
and lawyers all gathered around bim to see him 
smoke. “Great heavens! I couldn't have be- 
lieved it, unless I saw it,” said the Judge. 

It is indescribabiy amusing to see the littie 
fellows toddie into the bar-room and call for 
cigars. Their father will band them two huge 
stogies, Slowly and deliberately they will bite 
off the ends of their cigars, light their matches, 
and after turning their cigars round and round 
to get them thoroughly lighted, will relapse 
into a quiet “ puff, puff,” with the air of oid 
men of 50. It is estimated that Peter has 
smuked nearly 5,000 up to date, which, 
at five cents each, would cost $250. It is said 
that a female reformer, with cloth gaiters, blue 
spectacies, and a green cotton umbrella, once 
went down to lecture the boys on the horrible 


‘depravity of smoking. The babes immediately 


grabbed two of the largest and most fatal ci- 
gars they could find, ana so effectually smoked 
her out that sbe struck her green cotton um- 
brella and made 2:40 tracks for home.
